The partial disclosures at Washington of the

THE GAGE INDICTMENTS. ; 

We print this morning in. detail, add at un- 
usual length, the arguments made yesterday be- 
fore Judge Rogers on the motion to quash the 
indictments found against Mr. Gage by the late 
Grand Jury. Messrs. Dexter and Swett appear- 
ed for Mr. Gage, and State’s Attorney Reed for 
the people. One indictment, it will be remem- 
bered, was found under the State law of 1833, 
for failing to turn over the gity moneys, 
and the other for perjury,n the ground 
that Mr. Gage had sworn that he had « certain 
amount of money on hand which he was un- 
able to turn over upon the demand of his succes- 
sor. Mr. Dexter occupied himself mainly with 
the first, and Mr. Swett with the second, indict- 
ment. The arguments are materially the same 
as those outlined in Tu Tarsunz some two 
weeks ago, but amplified and illustrated by the 
citation of laws and decisions pertinent thereto. 
The points made by Mr. Dexter are, in brief, 
as follows: That the indictments fail to charge 
any criminal intent, and that it is the funda- 
mental principle of the criminal code of this and 
other States, that the union and co-operation of 
the act and the intention are essential to consti- 
tute the crime; that the State law of 1838, under 
which Mr. Gage was indicted, does 
not in itself apply to his case, mnce 
it enumerates State officers and funds, 
and omits all mention of city officials, and, since 
there was no such officer as City Treasurer when 
the law was enacted, that the city moneys are 
not a fund created by law ;” and also that 
this law was repealed by the law of 1863, which 
specifically defines the accountability of the City 
Treasurer. Mr. Dexter argues that Mr. Gage’s 
case must be governed by the City Charter, 
which explicitly prohibits the unlawful use of 
the city money, and holds the fact that 
he was not indicted under that law 
to be an evidence that the Grand 
Jury did not find that he had made unlawful use 
of the money. He also discovers a further con- 
firmation of this in the city documents which he 


nized the loaning of the money; that the Comp- 
troller reported it along with the amount of in- 
terest received, and the Mayor and Finance 
Committee commended it. Mr. Dexter in- 
timates that the practice was pernicious, but that 
Mr. Gage followed it under the direction 
and approval of the City Government. If 
Mr. Gage could not be indicted under this law 
then he could not be indicted under a law made 
thirty years before, which was not intended to 
include city officials. That the State law does 
not cover Mr. Gage's case is further shown,

Mr. Reed’s reply to these arguments was brief 
by comparison.

He also sete up that the ‘law of 
1883 was re-enacted in 1869, after Mr. Gage 
was elected Treasurer, in- statute which he 
quotes, and further, that” the original law in- 
cluded Mr. Gage's case in the words who now 
or hereafter may be,” and or any other fund 
established by law fer public purposes.” He 
asserts that the Grand Jury gave an impartial 
examination to Mr. Gage’s case, with a view to 
an understanding of both sides of it. Coneern- 
ing the indictment for perjury, he claims that 
“on hand” means actual possession of the 
funds in »s eondition to be turned 
over on demand ; and that, in swearing that he 
had a certain amount “on hand which he could 
not turn over, Mr. Gage committed perjury. 

The Court has taken the matter under advise- 
ment, and will probably render a decision some 
day next week. If the indictments shall be 
quashed, there will be an end of the criminal 
prosecution, unless Mr. Gage is indicted by 
another Grand Jury within eighteen months from 
the time of the defaleation. If they are sus- 
tained, he must go to tmal before a jury on the 
charges made therein. This remains for the 
Court to decide with the law and decisions be- 
fore it. 


CARPENTER’S LOUISIANA SPEECH. 
Senator Carpenter seems to be growing bolder 
in h.s treatment of the Louisiana outrage. One 
year aro he held that, although the order of 
Judge Durell, iesued at 11 o'clock at night while 
his Court was not in session, directing the United 
States Marshal to seize the State-House, was il- 
legal from every point of view, still it was the 
duty of the President to enforce it by the em- 
ployment of troopsif necessary. This position 
involved the absurdity of justifying the Presi- 
dent in violating an express clause of the Con- 
stitution in order to enforce a wholly illegal and 
void order of a Judge of the United States Dis- 
trict Court. The Constitution prescribes that 
the United States Government may interpose to 
suppress domestic insurrection in a State on the 
application of the Legislature of such Btate, 
or of the Executive when the Legislature can- 
not be convened. No exception is made in fa- 
vor of Judges of the United States District 
Courts. The Consf&tution does hot say that the 
President may send troops into a State to com- 
mit violence against the constituted authorities 
thereof, whenever a Judge orders it to be done. 
It does not say that the United States Govern- 
ment may protect a State against domestic vio- 
lence on the application of the Legislature, or of 
the Executive when the Legislature cannot be 
convened, or of a Judge of the United States 
District Court. Therg is a legal and well-de- 
fined process of enforcing all valid decrees of 
the Courts, both State and Federal, even to the 
extent of employing troops to that end. That 
process was not followed in the case of Durell's 
interference. No transcript of the record had 
been received at Washingtan. In point of fact, 
there was no decree to execute. The order to Gen. 
Emory was based on a telegraph dispatch from 
Marshal Packard and Collector Casey. The de- 
cree, as has since been shown, was void ab 
initio. It was issued out of court hours and out 
of the court-room. It did not have the seal of 
the Courtor the signature of the Clerk; the 
case had not been heard at all; and moreover 
the Court had no jurisdiction of the subject- 
matter. 
Yet upon this showing Mr. Oarpenter had the 
weakness to admit thst the President was 
bound, upon a telegraphic fepresentation of the 
facta, to overturn a State Government by 
force of arms because Judge Durell bad 
so decided! The Wisconsin Senator seems 
to have taken a step in advance, 
assisted thereto, probably, by the late 
political revolution in his own State. In 
his speech on Thursday we find no apologies 
for the President's unlawful and tyrannical in- 
terference, but a vigorous denunciation of the 
whole catalogue of crimes and usurpations in 
Louisiana, anda plain statement that they can- 
not be successfully carried by the Republican 
party through « Presidential election,—which 
statement, so far as Wisconsin is cancerned, is 
undoubtedly true. But, notwithstanding the 
brilliancy of his oratory, Senator Carpenter s 
speeches do not carry with them a moral weight 
equal to their argumentative strength. His last 
shots generally glance off and bury themselves 
in asand-bank or a mud-puddle. He deserves 
commendation for his zeal in behalf of Louis. 
jana, and of the principles represented in her 
case, but we do not anticipate any remarkable 
practical results to flow from his effarts. 
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THE TAT GRAZ VOTE IN THE LEGISLATURE 
The House of Representatives at Springfield 
has rejected the bill to repeal the Tax-Grab law 
of 1869. The vote against repeal was 77,—a ma- 
jority of 1 of the whole House. ‘The vote for 
repeal was 43, with 33 absentees, 8 of them from 
Cook County. We think some of the members 
who voted against this bill will, upon reflection, 
find that they have made a mistake. Mr. Alex- 
ander, who represents Crawford, Lawrence, and 
Clark Counties, will find that he voted to per- 
petuate an annual tax on Crawford of $3,317, 
and on Lawrence of $3,133, to pay the railroad 
debt of Sangamon County. : 
Mr. Blakely, who represents Cumberland, 


voted to perpetuate an annual tax of $3,373 on 
Cumberland, and an extra tax of $6,000 on Shel- 
by, and $4,000 on Effingham, in excess of their 
drawbacks.

It is possible that, after the tax-gatherer has 
collected these taxes this year, the people of 
those counties may send other 
instructed to vote in the interest of their con- 
stituents, and not in that of the holders of 
swindling raiiroad-aid bonds.

Some member of the Legislature proposed, 
and the House ordered, a committee to count 
the money in the State Treasury at Springfield ; 
the Treasurer at the time was absent, and the 
Committce considerately waited until he got 
back from New York. They then examined his 
books, and made report that all the money was 
on hand, except the sum of $350,000, which was 
on deposit in New York. Why the money of the 
State should be on deposit in New York, and 
where in New York it was deposited, were mat- 
ters not considered of sufficient importance by 
the Committee to inquire into. 

We have no doubt that the State Treasurer 
can promptly account for all the public money 
in his hands. But, nevertheless, experience 
has shown that the custody of public money is 
surrounded with difficulties and dangers. Under 
the old Constitution, the State Treasurer was 
paid a salary of 1. 200 a year, and no more,” 
and out of thisfor many years paid his own 
clerk-hire. We suppose we are not making « 
vile insinuation when we say that the office was, 
even under those circumstances, a profitable 
one. Some years ago a panic took place, and 
there was trouble in the State Treasury. The 
money of the State was “on deposit” 
in banks in St. Louis, Springfield, and with pri- 
vate individuals. The banks suspended. The 
trouble was so serious that the Treasurer re- 
signed, and his securities put a man in his place, 
and eventually the loss was made good and cov- 
ered up. 

There is a story that when the State, in 
1871, voted the immediate payment of a sum of 
money out of the State Treasury to Chicago, 3 
large amount was on deposit in the Ocean Bank, 
of New York. What it was doing there or by 
whom deposited we do not know, but banking 
circles in Springfield were much agitated, par- 
ticularly as the Ocean Bank got into trouble just 
about that time. We do not understand that the 
State Treasurer had any money in the Ocean 
Bank, but that parties in Springfield had. 
This ie the story current at the time, and 
“which we only cite as one of the possible dan- 
gers in having the public money deposited any- 
where but in the vaults of the State Treasury. 
The State now pays the Treasurer a good gal- 
ary, and that is all the profit which the office 
ought to afford. We understand that the pres- 
ent State Treasurer adheres to this rule, of mak- 
ing no profit out of the office save his salary, 
and hence the greater propriety of his keeping 
the money in his own vaults at Springfield than 
in any bank in New York or elsewhere. The 
money now on deposit in New York ought to be 
brought home. | 


FARMER MORTON. 

Senator Morton’s speech on the transportation 
question disproves the adage that language is 
thought made visible.” It shows that language 
may be thought made invisible. His argument 
is both positive and negative. The positive part 
takes for its text the constitutional clause: 

Congress shall have power to regulate commerce 
with foreign nations, and among the several States, 
and with the Indian tribes. 

By referring to various decisions of the Su- 


preme Court, and to other authorities, the Sen- 
ator essays to prove that e r hends 
passengers as well as merchandise, and the 
means of trafficas well as traffic itself; that 
“ commerce among the several States is com- 
merce that concerns more States than one; and 
that the same reasoning that defends Congres- 
sional supervision of navigation wili defend such 
supervision of railroads. No clause of the 
Constitution gives Congress, in so many words, 
the control of rivers and lakes. That control 
was at once assumed, because in 1789 the States 
were all on the seaboard and their commerce was 
almost exclusively traffic by sea. Now that their 
commerce has become largely traffic by rail, con- 
trol of this can be assumed. The snpervision 
should not be arbitrary, and should 
conflict with State laws and charters as 
little as possible; but in case of 
need, law and charter can be overridden. 
A company that accepts a State charter must do 
so under the implied condition that it is subor- 
dinate to future Congressional enactments. 
Exclusive regulation of inter-State commerce by 
the individual States would lead to conflicts be- 
tween them, as it did before 1789 ; would result 
jn the purchase of Legislatures by wealthy cor- 
porations ; and would fail in efficiency. It ia, 
therefore, both lawful and expedient for Con- 
gress to regulate transportation by rail. How 
far does the power of regulation extend? The 
navigation laws prove by analogy that Congress 
can pass laws to secure safety to passengers, 
regularity of trains, speedy connections, careful 
inspection of rolling-stock and road-bed, ete. 
So far, Senator Morton argues affirmatively. 
His negative argument begins with the cau- 
tious statement ; 


Whether Congress posseses the power to regulate the 
price of freights and passenger fares upon railroads 
engaged in commerce among the States, is a question 
upon which allcan form opinions as well as myself 
from the general principles involved, 

The Senator’s humility doubtless prevents his 
boldly expressing the opinion he professes to 
find it so easy to form. He does, indeed, declare 
that railroad companies are common carriers, 
and that railways are public highways, and he 
does say : 

It is a familiar principle of the law that common 
carriers are required to carry for all persons and for 
reasonable rates. Is there a doubt that the State in 
the one case, or Congress in the other, may determine 
what are reasonable rates? 


The gist of the whole question is this: Is it 
the provinceef the Legislative or of the Judicial 
Department to decide what are reasonable" 
rates? This the Senator has avoided answering. 
Of course he was not bound to decide a still- 
mooted point,—s point that now puzzles so many 
people. But he was bound not to pretend, with 
a flourish of trumpets, that he was about to de- 
cide the whole matter, and then express his 
views on the most important part of it in words 
that will bear two or three different construc- 
tions. It is evident that Mr. Morton is not quite 
sure of the drift of public opinion. He naturally
